Through utilizing the types of sub-minia- 
ture tubes developed by Raytheon Mfg. Co. for the Variable 
Time radar proximity fuse, Belmont Radio Corp. of Chicago 
announced yesterday that it is manufacturing a 5-tube 
superheterodyne pocket radio receiver weighing 10 ounces 
including batteries. The receiver is 3 inches wide, 3/4 
inch thick and 6 1 4 inches high. It is designed to fit the 
pocket or purse, yet its reception is comparable to that of 
the usual 5-tube receiver. Retail prices start at approxi- 
mately $30, and it is expected that they will be in retail 
stores for the Christmas season. 

Overseas Director To Speak at 
Red Cross Annual Meeting 


The Annual Meeting of the 
Newton Chapter, American Red 
Cross, will he held on Wednesday 
evening, November 7, at 8 o’clock 
in Memorial Hall of Newton City 
Hall. Following n brief business 
meeting, at which officers and di- 
rectors for the coming year will be 
elected, the principal speaker of 
the evening will be introduced. He 
is William Andrew Fine, a Red 
Cross Field Director, recently re- 
turned to this country from 
Europe where he served with com- 
bat infantry regiments in Sicily, 
Cassino, Rome, the invasion of 
France, and the final weeks in the 
Vosges mountains. Mr. Fine, is 
himself, a veteran of both World 
War I and II, and offered our 
fighting men the sympathetic 
understanding of someone who has 
been through similar experiences. 

“Mcil. react differently after 
battle,” says Fine, “As hey stag- 
ger back, there are those who 
buckle up on the floor and sleep, 
but there are others win must talk 
things out before they can rest. 
I’ve sat through many a night 
listening to such boys — some of 
them only eighteen or nineteen 
years old.”

Let us not 
repeat the disgraceful situation at the last city election, when the 
majority of the voters remained away from the polls. If every 
citizen of Newton who prides himself on his good citizenship and 
who really believes that the right to vote was one of the funda- 
mental principles for which our returning veterans fought, will go 
to the polls on Nov. 6, wfe shall not have to hang our heads in shame 
on the following morning. 

The Election 

The campaign was speeded up a bit this week and it will con- 
tinue to speed up until late evening, Nov. 5. On that date the 
Board of Aldermen will NOT meet, as is their custom on the first 
Monday of the month. However, the Board is merely changing the , 
date and is not leaving city business in the doldrums. 

Our next Mayor? Unless all signs fail, Mayor Paul M. Goddard 
will be re-elected by a substantial mat gin, despite the last-minute 
radio campaign of his most active opponent, former Alderman 
Dennis M. Cronin of Auburndale. Newton has not yet, in my opinion, 
come to the point where an active, versatile campaigner with ora- 
torical ability can defeat a man of substance with a good record in 
office. I say this with all due respect to Messrs. Cronin and Boyd, 
each of whom has served in public office and given satisfaction. 

1 am advised that Cronin will, possibly, make a charge or two 
against Mayor Goddard before the campaign is concluded. I am 
wondering just why he did not make, any charges at the open meet- 
ing at the High School on Oct. 18. Someone who held a watch on 
the speakers that evening tells me* that Cronin used up over a quar- 
ter of an hour, Boyd over ten minutes and the Mayor the allotted 

five minutes. Surely there was time to make open charges against 

the current administration. 

Because there has been a tendency on the part of at least one 
of the Mayor’s opponents to construe my attempt to he fair and 
open-minded during the past few weeks as a possible indication that 
I might end by voting for either Cronin or Boyd, may I say here 

and now that I shall most certainly cast my vote for Mayor God- 

dard. Not only that, 1 hope and believe that he will win by a sub- 
stantial margin. So do most of my friends and acquaintances, as 
well as those whom 1 meet on the street corner. 

Board of Aldermen 

As the situation stands today, there is the possibility of an up- 
set in only one ward — Ward I. Curiously enough, the sitting Aider- 
man whom the opposition is alternately ignoring or trying to cut 
down in one way or another, is Alderman Donald L. Gibbs of New- 
ton. It so happens that he is one of the best-liked and most con- 
scientious Aldermen in the entire Board. He has never missed a 
Board meeting during his various terms and he has served or. is now 
serving as Chairman *f three important committees. Despite these 
facts, the voters are being urged, by Dennis M. Cronin among others, 
to cast one side Alderman Gibbs and to put in his place a man who 
has lived in Newton a scant six years and who knows relatively little 
about Newton’s history and problems. It doesn’t make sense. Vote 
for the re-election of Alderman Gibbs and Alderman Barwise. The 
fourth man in this contest for Alderman-at-Large (two to be elected 
in each ward, as against ONE Ward Alderman) is James E. Murphy. 
He is very well-known and has quite a following. However, I doubt 
if he will run better than fourth. 

Now let us take a quick look at the other six wards. Ward 3 
and 7 have no contests for Alderman-at-Large. In the former, Ern- 
est Angevine will automatically succeed Robert A. Whidden, who 
retires voluntarily. In the latter, Carlos T. Fierce, prominent Newton 
Corner broker, will take the place of retiring Alderman Frank P. 
Scofield. 

What looked like a possible close fight in Ward 2 now appears 
to have evaporated. William R. Mattson, well-known to all United 
Wai Fund workers H.”.d other civic leaders ir. his ward should hate a 
comfortable margin over Harry Gath, restaurant proprietor in New- 
tonrille Square. I base this statement partly on some remarks made 
to me by one of Hie Mayoral candidates, who admitted to me that he

him for Mayor. 

about naming names. I refer to Dennis M. Cronin, who is very 
obviously and pointedly supporting Dana P. Blake for Alderman-at- 
Large in Ward I. It is my impression — and nothing MORE than 
that — that most, if not all, of the so-called “outside” candidates will 
be found working and voting for either Boyd or Cronin. The reverse 
of that follows logically. 

In Wards 4 and 5 I give Messrs. Bensley and Marcy no con- 
ceivable chance to unseat Aldermen Bacon and Hunt in Ward 4 or 
Aldermen Baylor and Bauckman in Ward 5. 

In Ward 6 there seems to be nothing for Aldermen Jamieson and 
Tripp to worry about. The former should murder his opposition and 
the latter, while not so well known, should win a fairly easy re- 
flection. 

• There are no contests for the School Committee or for Ward 
Aldermen, except in Ward I where, curiously enough, former Aider- 
man Fahey decided to put Alderman Akins out of business. Frankly, 
I don’t know what the score is in that contest. In my humble judg- 
ment, Alderman Akins is entitled to re-election and it seems a bit 
tough to have a man who has been rated as a good friend of his en- 
gaged in a contest which is now none too friendly, if reports which 
conic to me are correct. Of course, this is strictly Ward I’s business 
and whatever the voters there see fit to do on Nov. 6, cannot be 
questioned by those who live elsewhere. 

Once more, I urge my readers to get out early on Tuesday. Nov. 

: and vote. Also, get out your families, neighbors and friends.

Representative? George E. Raw- 
son and John S. Whittemore ap- 
peared hefore the Recess Commis- 
sion on Post-War Highway De- 
velopment on October 25 to urge 
that traffic mute 12^. the “Cir- 
cumferential Highway ’ so called 
bo taken out of Newton. The State 
Planning Board in 1941 recom- 
mended that t hi- route be relocated 
to by pass both Newton and Wal- 
tham. and it was listed then as 
one of the projects of paramount 
importance. The coming of World 
War II. however, put a stop to 
new highway work. The present 
session of the General Court ha? 
appropriated or allocated sufficient 
fund? for a considerable program 
of highway working during the 
next six years. The Newton rep- 
lesentatives front the 4th District 
asserted that the passage of this 
route through Newton Highland? 
and Newtonville Squ 
erous schools and churches con- 
stitutes a grave traffic hazard to 
our city. They further empha- 
sized the fact that this heavy 
traffic is a detriment to property 
values in the residential district 
along the route. They also ad- 
vised the commission tha: traffic 
would be greatly expedited by fol- 
lowing the new route, since six 
traffic lights in Newton and six 
in Waltham could he thus avoided.

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It Is Your Duty To Vote 

Next Tuesday voters of Newton will express their prefer- 
ence for candidates to be elected to conduct the government of 
the city for the next two years. We are not as greatly con- 
cerned as to the outcome of the election as we are over the 
apparent lack of interest among Newton citizens in carrying 
out their duty to ballot. Indications in general point to a fairly 
light vote as to the matter of percentage, and no system of 
free government can long endure when installed by a minority. 
We trust that every registered voter will do his duty and ballot 
next Tuesday. 

Chief interest in the election naturally centers around the 
contest for the office of Mayor, between present Mayor Paul 
M. Goddard. Hugh S. Boyd and Dennis M. Cronin. We sup- 
ported and worked for the election of Mayor Goddard two years 
ago. We do the same this election. 

The facts upon the record are clear. 

The City of Newton has established some interesting records 
!n 1945. for which her citizens and taxpayers may take proper 
credit as well as the City Government. The cash receipts of 
the City, and sound financial management made it unnecessary 
to borrow money in anticipation of taxes during the year, and 
no notes are outstanding. At the same time tax titles held by 
the City have decreased 56 per cent, from 1210.168.28 in April 
1942 to $92,164.79 on October 1, 1945. 

The lowest bond rate was established by the recent sale, 
the premium offered resulting in a rate of seven-tenths of one 
per cent. The position of lowest tax rat* of any city in the state 
has been maintained. 

The City has retired since January 1, 1942 $2,346,000 of 
its funded debt, and has issued in that same period $200,000 
twenty-year Serial Sewer Bonds and $300,000 ten-year Serial 
Street Bonds. No taxes for 1943 or previous years are out- 
standing. Of tAX and excise commitments for 1944. approxi- 
mating four and three quarter million dollars less than one hun- 
dred dollars i$100) are uncollected at this date. The City has 
no tax title loans. 

The net bonded debt including all obligations except the 
Water Debt (to be retired from water revenue! is less than two 
per cent of the average assessed valuation, less abatements, for 
the last three calendar years. The figure in this state would 
average between 4 and 5 per cent, whereas in the balance of 
the country the figure will commonly reach four or five times 
the Massachusetts rate. 

Such an accomplishment comes through uniform coopera- 
tion of citizens and government. The least every citizen can 
do is to make very certain that he definitely votes on Tuesday, 
November 6th. 

Be sure to vote and remind your friends to vote!

Council Hears 
Fred T. Harvey 

The School Building Committee 
of the All-Newton Parent-Teach- 
ers’ Council, including delegates 
from the building committees of 
the local P. T. A.'s. met at the 
Peirce School, West Newton, on 
October 2-5 . to hoar Mr. Fred T. 
Harvey of 21 Pilgrim road, Wahan. 
chairman, explain the plans of this 
important new committee. Mr. 
Harvev presented to the delegates 
Mr. Harold B. Gores, Assistant 
Superintendent of Schools; Mr. 
William C. Greene. President of 
the All Newton Council; and Mrs. 
B. Alden Thresher of the Newton 
School Committee. 

Mr. Carlton Spencer, chairman . 
of the Building Committee of the , 
Peirce School P.T.A. presided. He 
reviewed briefly what his commit- 
tee has accomplished in just one 
year, the first year of a P.T.A. 
in the Peirce School. The commit- 
tee has secured the removal of 
some heavy, unused machinery in 
the basement releasing much 
needed room for the children; it 
has secured better lighting for the 
basement, drinking fountains and 
boxes, and a jungle gvm for the 
playground, and working with the 
Library Committee, it has raised 
$400 for a school library, to which 
the Board of Aldermen will add 
$200 for redecoration of the room. 

Mr. Harvey, in explaining what 
the All Newton Building Commit- 
tee and the local committees wish 
to accomplish, stressed as their 
purpose the vomoting of a bettor 
understanding throughout Newton 
of the educational importance of 
better, modern school buildings. 
He urged a large and active mem- 
bership in each local school to 
study local needs. Newton is for- 
tunate, Mr. Harvey declared, to 
have as its Superintendent of 
Schools, a man with Dr. Ander- 
son’s record of achievement in the 
developing of school plants de- 
signed to me t p *esent and expand- 
ing. future needs. Dr. Anderson 
achieved outstanding success in 
this direction in Denver and in 
Detroit. He has now surveyed the 
needs of Newton and has pre- 
sented his findings to the School 
Committee and to the public in 
addresses before local group*. 

The first task of the Building 
Committee is to promote wider 
knowledge and bette>- understand- 
ing of the first step in Dr. Ander- 
son’s building program, Mr. Har- 
vey stated. This step involves the 
building of five new elementary 
schools, reconditioning of one. ad- 
ditions and improvements to two 
Junior High Schools, the High 
School and the Trade School. 

Mr. Gores explained the prob- 
lems presented by the present 
Peirce School Building, and the 
reason why a new Peirce School in 
a new location is a part of the 
first step of Dr. Andersons plan. 

Mrs. Thresher of the School 
Committee spoke briefly, compli- 
menting the Committee upon its 
purpose to educate the public and 
support the building program. She 
was enthusiastic in her praise of 
the All Newton Parent-Teacher 
Council, and its Building Commit- 
tee for getting behind a city-wide 
program. In the past, she said, 
local groups have too often worked 
selfishly for a local need without re- 
garding the broader’aspects of city- 
wide planning. 

Future meetings of the Building 
Committee will be held in other 
schools.

Twenty months after his plane 
failed to return from a dangerous 
bombing mission over Austria, of- 
ficial finding of death has been re- 
corded in the case of First Lieuten- 
ant Richard Morin Whitney, 430 
Albemarle road, Newtonville, ac- 
cording to a letter lust received by 
his mother, Mrs. Clifford B. Whit- 
ney from Major-General F. Wits- 
well, Acting the Adjutant General 
of the Army. The air medal and 
first oak leaf cluster to the air 
medal were authorized to his being 
reported missing in action. 

Co-pilot of a B-24 Liberator 
bomber which failed to return 
from a bombing mission from an 
Italian base to Steyr, Austria, on 
Feh. 23. 1944, Lt. Whitney was in 
the load plane of his squadron with 
Major Wm. A. Miller, of Ohio. 
Three parachutes were seen to 
leave the plane as it went into a 
steen dive. The distressed ship 
could not be further observed due 
to the intensity of the attack, Mrs. 
Whitney has learned. Of 35 planes 
on this mission, only four came 
hark. 

In the vicinity of the target for- 
mation, the plane was attacked by 
a large number of enemy fighters 
and Lt. Whitney’s plane was believ- 
ed to have sustained damage, Ma- 
jor-General Witswell wrote: "It 
was last seen going into a steep 
dive. Your son has not been seen 
or heard from since then.” The 
presumptive finding of death is 
recorded as of Oct. 18, 1945. 

Previous word of Lt. Whitney 
and his crew being missing in ac- 
tion came on March 20, 1944, four 
days after the death of his grand- 
father, Ezra Forte, of Auhurndale, 
father of Mrs. Whitney. 

Inducted March 8, 1941, Whitney 
served as a private in the 101st In- 
fantry at Camn Edwards, was ap- 
pointed corporal July 28, 1941, and | 
transferred as a private to the 
Div. Guard and Casual Co., Sept. 
28. 1941. In 1942 he applied for 
admission to the Air Corps and 
trained at Parks Air College, East 
St. Louis, 111., then at Randolph 
Field, Texas, with Co. C. 42 E. He 
was then assigned to observation 
flying at Brooks Air Field, San 
Antonio. Tex., where he won his 
wings and his second lieutenancy. 
In 1043 he was made a First Lieu- 
tenant with tlu* First Tow Target 
Squadron at Hyannis, He left for 
overseas on Tnanksgiving Day, 
1943, as a pilot with the -150th 
Bomb Group. 723d Bombardment 
Squadron, Fifteenth Air Force, go- 
in" bv way of Porto Rico where he 
had a brief visit with his brother, 
Malcolm, then flying to South 
America and to Dal ar, Africa. 

Lt. Whitney had completed at 
least six combat missions before 
this fatal flight. Since being de- 
clared ml- sin" in action, his family 
has held onto none that he still 
might he found, hut no word has 
come of his plane nor any of the 
e’ew, with the families of whom 
Mrs. Whitney has been in corres- 
pondence, the names and addresses 
having been forwarded to her to use 
in case of disaster by her son in 
ope of his last letter*. 

Lt. Richard M. Whitney was :>orn 
June 4. 1919, youngest son of the 
late Clifford R. Whitney, former 
matin "cr of the Summer Street 
branch, First National Bank ot 
Boston, and Mrs. Whitnev (Sadie 
A. Forte 1. He was president both 
of his graduating class at Frank A. 
t>av Junior High school and of the 
class of 1937 at Newton High 
c ’ehool, where he was active in 
hhokev. He was Graduated from 
Nichols Junior College at Dudley 
ui 1939. where he was voted the 
host student and most likely to suc- 
ceed, nlaved hockey and was cap- 
tain o r the soccer team, and was a 
niembr” of th P Justinians. Presi- 
dent’s Council and Glee Club. Music 
was hi* hobh" PD' 1 he was "dent at 
the xylophone. Young Whitney 
worked at tlu* General Electric 
River plant at Lynn before serving 
in Hie Armv. 

Besides his mother, Lt. Whitney 
is survived h** his grandmother, 
Mrs. Ezra Forte, formerb* of Au- 
huvnd«le. nor* l*vin" at the Whit- 
nev hem" in Newtonville: two 
h»*others, Malcolm Whitney of 
Central 4»nirre, Bo**t-' Rico, ond 
Donald Whitnev of Welleslev Hills.

Complain of Smoke Nuisance at 
Recess Hearing on Transportation 

Present at the hearing held before the Recess Commission 
on Transportation at the State House, Boston on Wednesday 
were several residents of Newton and other communities ser- 
viced by the local railroad lines, who appealed for electrifica- 
tion of these roads or the use of diesel power. 

Representative Rawson urged 
that the Boston & Albany Rail- 
road abate the smoke nuisance 
caused by heavy firing of loco- 
motives leaving stations, lie sug- 
gested electrification of the main 
line and Highland branch, or that 
trains be operated by diesel loco- 
motives. 

Mr. Shorey stated that the ex- 
cess .-moke was causing damage 
to property from Wellesley to 
Boston, the gases from the en- 
gines destroying metal roofs, the 
smoke destroying foliage on trees 
and gardens, and paint on houses. 
He also said merchants are com- 
plaining that the smoke and cin- 
ders enter their establishments, 
lie also complained of the ancient 
coaches used on local lines which 
he said arj> very dirty and that 
women avoid travelling on them.

obliterated its sponsor, who cal!?d 
up the Mayor quite early in the 
evening of election day, long be- 
fore most of the OFFICIAL re- 
turns were in, and conceded de- 
feat, and, presumably, congratu- 
lated His Honor on his big vic- 
tory. 

To be prefectly frank, what 
surprised me was the relative 
showing of Bovd and Cronin. The 
latter received only 3,177 votes 
as against Boyd’s 3,526. That is 
not much of a margin but it 
staggered practically every po- 
litical observer in the city. One 
possible explanation is that the 
Mayor’s friends had not forgot- 
ten the part that Cronin plaved 
in the Tredden case, which haa 
obvious political repercussions. 1 
do not need to remind my readers 
that politicians seldom forget OK 
forgive. Another explanation 
might be that Cronin conducted a 
more dignified campaign, on the 
surface at least, but found it dif- 
ficult to raise any substantial is- 
sue against the Mayor. Y r ou m. 
recall that he asked for a city 
purchasing department and a citi- 
zens advisory committee at the 
High School political reception. 
That failed to excite the voters. 
Still another explanation might 
be that Cronin admitted that he 
would probably support any candi- 
date for the Board of Aldermen 
who supported him. In view of the 
fact thut the present Board was a 
solid block behind the Mayor, it 
was apparent that Cronin was dig- 
ging his own political grave. 

As to the Boyd vote, may I re- 
mind my readers that there s al- 
ways a fair-sized vote which can be 
delivered to the opposition in 
strenuous campaign. A powerful 
and convincing orator, given some 
semblance of an issue, can always 
find a receptive audience on the 
street corner or among disgruntled 
city employees and other groups ! 
which are frequently with the 
“outs” as aguinst the “ins.” 

It is too early as yet to figure 
the second and third choices indi- 
cated by the voters. It is my im- 
pression that Newton voters fol- 
lowed the usual pattern and sub- 
stantially ignored their opportuni- 
ty to vote second and third choices, 
except in a few Aldermanic con- 
tests. 

The total vote was so close to 
the 50 percent mark that I am in- j 
dined to congratulate the citizen- 
ry for its faithfulness to its oh- 1 
ligation, ft is no more, however, 
than we should expect in such a j 
fine city. Let us hope that we will j 
always carry on in the same man- 
ner. 

Space will not permit much dis- j 
cussion this week of the various i 
Aldermanic contests. In the only I 
contest for Ward Alderman, which | 
was in Ward 1 former Alderman 
Fahey appears to be the winner 
over sitting Alderman Akins. A i 
recount is expected here, as the : 
margin was only 29 votes and most | 
observers felt that Akins would be 
returned to office. He had the .sup- j 
port of most of those who were 1 
working for Mayor Goddard, to ' 
the best of my knowledge. Cer- 
tainly, those who knew that Fahey 
was on the line for Boyd must have 
given Akins a vote.

Buick Announces 3 Eight-Cylinder 
Models for '46; Cars Now on Display 


Buick’s first post-war cars, the 
new models for 194H, are now be- 
ing placed on exhibition by Newton 
Buick Co., local Buick dealer at 
871 Washington street, Newton, 
who has sold and serviced Buick 
cars through two wars. 

Three lines of eight-cylinder cars 
are being introduced — Series 50 
Super on 124-in. wheelbase, Series 
70 Roudmaster on 129-in. wheel- 
base, and Series 40 Special on 121- 
in. wheelbase. All incorporate im- 
portant changes in appearance, de- 
sign, and performance as com- 
pared with the similarly numbered 
models of 1942 — the latest to be 
introduced prior to the war. 

First off the line and first to be 
shown are the Series 50 Super cars 
made in four-door sedan, two-door 
sedanet, convertible coupe, and es- 
tate wagon styles each having six- 
passenger capacity. The four-door 
Bedan and the estate wagon are now 
in production with other body 
styles to follow shortlv. 

Material advances in styling as 
well as functional design are im- 
mediately apparent in the new 
Buicks. An entirely new grille not 
only adds massiveness to the front 
but due to its construction pro- 
vides improved air flow. All ex- 
ternal surfaces of the new grille 
are capped with chrome-plated 
stainless steel. 

Front appearance is further en- 
hanced by a new “aiming ring” 
radiator ornament, new and heavier 
bumper design, new bumper guards 
and series designation. Flashway 
direction signals and parking 
lights are of larger size. The fender 
has been remodeled to give a true 
airfoil contour which is extended 
through the door panel on all mod- 
els. 

Throughout the new body struc- 
ture, trim and equipment will be 
noted a return to materials which 
in many instances ceased to be 
available after 1941. Cushion 
springs are covered with Foamtex 
rubber tops. The body hardware, 
knobs and escutcheons are all 
chrome plated with the former 
plastic inserts eliminated. Rust- 
proofing is now carried to levels 
never before possible and zinc die 
castings, ideal for small parts but 
unobtainable during the war are 
agai.. employed. 


The Buick valve-in-head Fireball 
engine introduced in 1941 is con- 
tinued with many important refine- 
ments. In this engine Buick engin- 
eers have taken full advantage of 
the fundamental qualities of the 
valve-in-head design which permits, 
because of its dome-shaped head, 
the closest possible approach to the 
ideal form of combustion chamber, 
the sphere. 

In the Fireball engine the piston 
head has been shaped with a mound 
on one side and a depression on the 
other. In this way, at the instant 
of explosion the charge is com- 
pressed into the approximate shape 
of a ball while at the same time 
the piston is provided with ade- 
quate metal surface to carry off ex- 
cess heat, thus preventing ping or 
detonation. 

Outstanding among the new 
Buick engine improvements is the 
method of fabricating the cylinder 
bores for superior accuracy and 
improved finish. After being pre- 
cision bored, a new type hone is 
used on a surface finishing opera- 
tion leaving the cylinder bores 
properly conditioned to receive a 
Lubrite coating. This coating is a 
manganese phosphate treatment 
which provides rapid seating of the 
piston rings — eliminating scuffing 
during the break-in period of the 
new car. 

Also contributing to better per- 
formance is the return to aluminum 
pistons which have not been avail- 
able since 1941. The carburetor is 
new, being a dual downdraft type 
with a redesigned intake manifold. 
An Inconel heater tube is employ- 
ed and an automatic choke, provid- 
ing not only the proper mixture 
but also the proper throttle open- 
ing for starting when cold, is built 
integrally with the carburetor. 

The cooling system has been re- 
fined to give maximum water cir- 
culation at all points and to pro- 
vide uniform metal temperatures. 
The entire system operates under 
approximately seven pounds pres- 
sure maintained by the use of a 
pressure relief filler cap. This re- 
duces the after boll and the loss of 
volatile anti-freeze. 

A new type of spark plug, the 
AC model 48, is used which is pro- 
vided with an aluminum oxide in- 
sulator that resists cracking under 
sudden temperatures. Because of 


inherent design the new plug is 
hotter at low speed, preventing 
fouling, while at hMi speed its 
characteristics are such that pre- 
ignition is eliminated. 

The durex main bearings intro- 
duced by Buick in 1941 have had an 
outstanding record of success 
during the high mileages accumu- 
lated by owners in the war period. 
,M hese are continued. The bearings 
consist of a steel back upon which 
is fused a porous copper nickel 
matrix into which in turn is cast 
the bearing metal. The bearing 
metal fills the pores of the mattrix 
and is reinforced thereby in much 
the same manner as reinforced 
concrete is reinforced by the use of 
steel reinforcing bars. A strong 
mechanical bond is thus provided, 
supplementing the metallurgical 
bond between the bearing metal 
and its shell. 

The Buick oil-conditioning sys- 
tem has been continued. In this sys- 
tem clean oil is provided by means 
of a screened floating intake which 
takes the oil from the cleanest part 
of the crankcase supply. Hinged 
just below the surface of the oil, 
this intake draws oil from a 
source well above «ny sediment or 
moisture which may collect at the 
bottom. At the same time the in- 
take is below the frothy surface of 
oil supply. 

For longer life and quieter oper- 
ation through better lubrication, 
the overhead valve rocker arms are 
Lubrited. Another improvement is 
a new engine mounting giving a 
softer rear support located on the 
centerline of the engine under the 
point where the transmission base 
is bolted to the flywheel housing. 
There is also a new transmission 
steadyrest that absorbs part of the 
forward and bacnward thrust with- 
out taking any of the torque re- 
action or dead weight of the power- 
plant. 

An important detail refinement 
has been added to the clutch for 
longer life. To prevent the possibil- 
ity of wear between the clutch re- 
lease bearing and the clutch spring, 
a spring has been added. A further 
improvement is the use of a differ- 
ent material in the clutch retaining 
spring which will prevent this 
spring from taking a set after a 
long period of nse. 

Buick’s all-welded, rigid, one- 
piece unit frame is continued as is 
also the torque-tube drive and all- 
coil spring suspension. W th the 
torque-tube drive all driving thrust 
is through the tube, leaving the 
springs devoted entirely to suspen- 
sion. 

Wide rim wheels which con- 
tributed materially to the stability 
and handling qualities of the 1942 
cars are continued in the new mod- 
els while optional 18x6.50 wheels 
and tires and high springs are 
available to owners who require 
higher road clearance. 

In the rear axle, the ring gear 
has a heavier buck and is mounted 
in a stiffer differential case. The 
pinion spiral angle has been in- 
creased to 50 degrees. These im- 
provements produce a smoother 
operating and longer wearing unit. 
Gear ratios ure 4.45 to 1 on Series 
50 and 4.1 to 1 on Series 70. 

A new one-piece molded accelera- 
tor pedal with a steel insert is used, 
eliminating the former metal hinge. 
Major changes have also been made 
in the construction and the controls 
of the cur heating and ventilating 
equipment. Fresh air intake 
scoops mounted at the front behind 
the grille have been increased in 
size and provided with fine mesh 
screens, while conduits from the 
scoops to the valves are now of all 
metal construction providing unre- 
stricted air flow. 

The valve which controls the flow 
of fresh air to the heater and the 
thermostat which controls the flow 
of hot water to the heater are now 
operated by separate buttons 
mounted below the instrument 
pane. A third button controls fresh 
air intake for summer ventilation. 

Many improvements are to be 
noted in the accessories. Experience 
during the war has led to the de-

Rotary Club 

W. Nelson Bump, rogionnl vice 
president of the American Air- 
lines. was the guest speaker at 
the meeting of the Newton Ro- 
tary Club on Friday at the Brae 
Burn Country Club. 

Speaking on “The Future of 
Transportation,” Mr. Bump pre- 
sented an account of air trans- 
portation. past, present and fu- 
ture. He said that from the 
horse and buggy days, .when it 
took three and a half months to 
cross the continent, the time has 
been reduced to IS hours and a 
six to eight hour traveling time 
is possible. He stated that in 
1035, 38.000 persons used the air- 
lines from Boston and predicted 
that hy 1050. the number will ex- 
ceed four million. Mr. Bump said 
that mail and freight has increas- 
ed from 200 000 pounds to five 
million pounds in five years. Aer- 
onautical research, just in_ its in- 
fancy, will make possible 750 miles 
nor hour in the stratosphere be- 
fore too many years, ho asserted. 

“Air travel,” said Mr. Bump, 
“is unusual in that it knows no 
barriers, but can go as the crow 
flies over mountains, rivers, lakes 
and oceans By the first of the 
year there will probably be one 
transcontinental scheduled flight a 
day from Boston. American Air- 
lines plan eventually to schedule 
flights from Boston to Ireland, 
London, Berlin. Moscow. Copen- 
hagen and Sweden. Instruments 
will soon, aided by the use of 
radar and radio, make landings 
safe with a 50 foot ceiling. In 
the years ahead the world will 
grow smaller and people of dif- 
ferent nations will mingle more 
readily and often by means of this

The unsightly sign hoards ad-

In a speech on the fiuor of the 
House, Philbin churged that New

Its 
locution makes the room readily 
accessible, und doctors in uttend- 
unco at meetings cun respond 
quickly to emergency culls from 
within the hospital or from outside. 

It wus pointed out thut the facil- 
ities of titu room will he avuiluble 
to meet imperative needs of the 
school of nursing, anil also for the 
use of the trustees und other hos- 
pital organizations for public meet- 
ings.

! laughter, romping and shouts; 

1 but they were so well-behaved 
I that Newton can he very proud 
I of them, 

i From the latter part of the aft- 
ernoon, when the kindergarten tots 
gathered, until the lust note was 
sounded at the dance for the high 
school students at the Totem Pole 
Ballroom, there was not an Idle 
moment. Games, movies, sing- 
ing, dancing, fortune tellers, mag- 
icians, stunts und features galore 
followed one another in rapid suc- 
cession.

Auto Drivers 
Warned Against 
Post War Speeding 

— o — 

Drivers of the nation were warn- 
ed this week thnt neither they nor 
their cars are in shape to indulge 
in a post-war speed spree without 
piling up the biggest traffic toll in 
the country’s history. 

The warning came from a joint 
committee on post *var speed con- 
trol that represents 14 nationnl or- 
ganizations, official and otherwise, 
interested in traffic safety. 

A report published for the com- 
mittee by the National Sufety 
Council cites the danger to Ameri- 
ca’s life and limb from uncontrolled 
speed during the post-war transi- 
tion period and makes specific 
recommendations for holding down 
the traffic toll in the months ahead. 

“The nation is in no condition.” 
says the committee, “to return sud- 
denly to pre-war speeds. For pres- 
ent average age of passenger cars 
is more than eight years, as com- 
pared with an average age of four 
and a half years in 1940. 

“Many tires have been driven 
far beyond their normal life. Many 
streets and highways are in even 
worse condition than they were in 
1944. 

“Drivers and pedestrians have 
become accustomed to top speeds of 
.15 or 40 miles. Police, highway and

Returning 
service men huve been used to driv- 
ing under vastly diferent condi- 
tions. 

“A sudden return to pre-war 
speeds may well produce an acci- 
dent toll far greater thnn the pre- 
war peak of 40,000 deaths and 1,- 
400,000 injuries reached in 1941. 

"This toll enn be averted only 
by the wisest and most energetic 
action of traffic officials, support- 
ed by organized public opinion — 
and most of all by understanding 
nnd self control on the part of 
every motorist and pedestrian.” 

To the driver, the speed control 
committee offers these sugges- 
tions: 

1. Know the condition of your 
ear, tires nnd brakes — and drive 
accordingly. 

2. Remember the danger of a tire 
or brake failure on the other 
driver’s ear. 

8. Don’t forget the need for re- 
adjusting your timing in stopping 
or passing when driving at higher 
speeds. It takes twice as far to stop 
at 50 miles an hour as at 85. 

4. Be constantly suspicious that 
the other driver isn’t used to high- 
er speeds, too, and give him plenty 
of room. 

5. Remember— only a few people 
who started driving after 1941 
have had any experience with high 
speed traffic. And pedestrians„too, 
tm* not expecting cars to approach 
at high speed. 

“Drivers are urged to increase 
their top sped very gradually, if at 
all,” the comfnittee says, “and to 
increase their caution and watch- 
fulness with every added mile.” 

The committee’s report warns , 
pedestrians to remember that ap- 
proaching cars may be coming half 
again as fast as in wartime, and 
that extra cave and agility must be 
used to avoid being struck. 

Traffic enforcement officers and 
courts — state, county, city and 
town — are urged by the committee 
to take prompt, vigorous action to 
prevent an epidemic of dangerous 
speeding.

Instructions for 
Xmas Mailing Are 
Made Public Here 


With first mailings for Christ- 
mas due to be deposited next week 
for the States of Arizona, Califor- 
nia, Oregon and Washington. Post- 
master Patrick J. Connelly stated 
that the handling of Christmas j 
mail will be greatly facilitated by 
careful preparation of the mail. 

The following instructions are 
issued by the Post Office Depart- 
ment and should be adhered to 
strictly: 

1. Postage must be fully prepaid 
on all mail matter. 

2. Addresses on all matter should 
be in ink or typewritten, giving 
street address nr box or rural 
route number whenever possible. 
The delivery zone number should 
he shown when applicable. The 
sender’s return address should be 
shown in the upper left corner of 
the address side, including sender’s 
zone number. 'lags should not be 
used unless necessary, in which 
case a copy of the address should 
be placed inside the parcel for iden- 
tification if tag is lost. 

3. Articles must be in strong 
durable containers. Wrap parcels 
securely but do not steel them ex- 
cept when a printed label is af- 
fixed authorizing postmaster to 
open for inspection if necessary. 

4. Avoid sending perishable 
articles to the fullest extent. When 
necessary to mail, package must be 
prominently endorsed on the wrap- 
per. “PERISHABE.’’ 

5. Parcels may not exceed 100 
inches in length and girth combined 
or 70 pounds in weight for delivery 
within the United States. 

6. Do not enclose any written 
matter. A Christmas Greeting card 
may be enclosed bearing name of 
sender. 

7. Christmas seals or stickers 
mav not be placed on address side 
of letters, cards or packages. 

8.. The public should purchase 
postage stamps well in advance of 
Christmas. 

9. Special handling may be pro- 
vided on parcels only. This service 
provides for extra service while 
nackage is in transit. Cost for this 
service is 10 cents up to 2 pounds: 
15 cents front 2 pounds to 10 
pounds; 20 cents over 10 pounds. 
These costs are in addition to regu- 
lar Dostage. 

10. Special Delivery service pro- 
vides the most expeditious service 
both in transit and delivery. This 
service can le provided to *all 
classes of mail. Postage rate for 
this service is 13 cents for letters 
up to 2 pounds and 17 cents for 
parcels up to 2 pounds. Special 
delivery postage is in addition to 
regular postage. Rates for parcels 
or letters over 2 pounds may be ob- 
tained at any postoffice. 

11. New low insurance rates are 

in effect this Christmas. 3 cents 
will insure a parcel up to $5.00 in 
value. ,

Greet im* Cards of small or odd 
sizes. These unusual cards are cost- 
ly to handle, cannot be distributed 
in the ordinary manner and delay

MARY EMILY HYDE 

— o — 

One of the best beloved char- 
acters of Newton Highlands en- 
tered into rest on November 1. 

Miss Hyde was born on July 
13, 1862, thc daughter of the 

Honorable James Francis Clark 
Hyde, the first mayor of Newton, 
and Emily Ward. Both parents 
were of forceful personality and 
strong constitution with which 
they endowed their daughter; but 
a spastic paralytic condition from 
birth might have rendered her a 
helpless invalid except for their 
remarkably wise and understand- 
ing training which instilled into 
her the conviction that she could 
do anything that anybody else 
I could do. 

With her keen mind, strong 
will, great courage, and intense 
faith she conquered her handicap 
sufficiently to fill her place in 
life in spite of constant suffering. 
A student by nature, a member 
for sixty-four years of the CLSC, 
a small study club organized by 
her mother, she contributed year- 
ly a most informative and in- 
spirational afternoon, the last oc- 
curring the eighth of October. 
She was also a charter member 
of the Woman’s Club, and at- 
tended the meetings until last 
yenr. 

One of the earliest and most 
faithful members of the Congre- 
gational Church, she supported 
all its activities for many years, 
serving on committees, teaching 
in the Sunday School, attending 
the evening meetings and those 
of the Women’s Association. 
She was intensely interested in 
missions and in other organiza- 
tions to benefit the suffering to 
which she contributed generous- 
ly, gladly denying herself com- 
forts that she might not re- 
trench her many benevolences. 

Of a strong and magnetic per- 
sonality, her keen sense of hu- 
mor, her wide and deep sym- 
pathy and understanding en- 
deared her to old and young, who 
sought her inspiring companion- 
ship. 

She was indeed a rare and 
beautiful soul, selfless, valiant, 
and eminently spiritual, a soul 
through whom

Bradford vi. Lodge 

— o — 

There was a very interesting 
news item in the Boston Herald 
on Nov. 20. It referred to a meet- 
ing of the Norfolk County Repub- 
lican Club held in Walpole, ad- 
dressed by Lt.-Cov. Bradford and 
attended bv former U. S. Senator 
Henry Cabot Imdge of Beverly 
(Essex County). What intrigued 
your columnist very much was the 
fact that Willis I). McLean, who 
introduced Lodge to the audience, 
without calling on him to speak, 
did the honors for Bradford and 
alluded to him as “the next Gov- 
ernor of Massachusetts.’’ I am 
wondering how some of the admir- 
ers of former Senator Lodge felt 
about that. 

Now to the point. If the Repub- 
licans wish to stick their heads in 
the sand and ignore what goes on 
above ground that, of course, is 
their privilege. However, it seems 
to me that it would be smart for 
all G.O.P. leaders to get together 
in the near future and discuss 
ways and means of heading off a 
possible Bradford-Lodge contest 
for the G.O.P. nomination for Gov- 
ernor in the fall of 1946. Po you 
consider that idea far-fetched? 
Very well. Why do you suppose 
that that master-strategist of 
them all, Thomas W. White of 
Newton, former Senator Lodge’s 
key secretary, made a state-wide 
tour not many weeks ago? I took 
the trouble to talk to this amia- 
ble gentleman a few days ago and 
my little fishing expedition got 
me precisely nowhere. I didn’t 
even catch a dog-fish. The state- 
wide tour, it seems, was purely 
personal. Well, well! 

Why do I open up this interest- 
ing question now? Here is my 
reason. Ever since Gov. Tobin 
crushed Horace Cahill in the gu- 
bernatorial contest a year ago, the 
latter’s followers (and they are 
many) have been smarting under 
the sting of unexpected defear. 
Cahill’s friends still insist that 
certain G.O.P. leaders allowed Ca- 
hill to sink or swim. They go 
further. They even suggest that 
there were some who secretly 
hoped that Cahill would sink. Con- 
sequently. when some of these 
men get together and contemplate 
the possibility that Bob Bradford, 
like Cahill, may also get an un- 
contested nomination, they cogi- 
tate among themselves and won- 
der what some of the big-shots 
will do in 1946. Something seems 
to tell them that Bradford will 
be supported from start to fin- 
ish and that he will not be allowed 
to flounder around and make a lot 
of costly mistakes. 

Very welk Consider, now, the 
fact that Henry Cabot Lodge is 
once more back in civilian life and 
! has that old urge to hold public 
office. What can he do? Senator 
Walsh comes- up for re-election in 
the fall of 1946. Remember, how- 
ever. that Walsh and Lodge have 
always been extremely friendly, 
despite the fact that they belong 
to different parties. This situa- 
tion goes back to the days when 
Walsh first came to the Senate 
and the present Lodge’s grand- 
father went out of his « ay to be 
helpful to David I. Walsh. Our 
Senior Senator has never forfot- 
ten those days and he has been 
quite kind to young Henry Cabot 
Lodge. The latter is not unmind- 
ful of all this. Do you begin to 
see what I am driving at? Many- 
shrewd observers will bet you real 
money that Lodge will NEVER op- 
pose Walsh. Of course, if Walsh 
should decide to retire next year, 
that would be another matter. 
Lodge could presumably have the 
G.O.P. nomination for the l\ S. 
Senate without any opposition 
whatsoever. Furthermore, with 
Walsh out of the way. Lodge 
| should be able to defeat any other 
Democrat without undue difficulty. 

Let us suppose, however, that 
Senator Walsh decides to have one 
more term, as indeed he is ex- 
pected to at the moment. What 
happens to Lodge? Unless he 
marks time and stays on the side- 
lines— a most unlikely procedure 
for him — he must run for some im- 
portant office. Why not the Gov- 
ernorship? Is he not a veteran of 
World War 2 with a fine overseas 
record? Did he not retire from 
the U. S. Senate in order to serve 
his country in its hour of need? 
Does Bradford huve a greater 
claim on the voters than Lodge? 
Underneath it all. Lodge would be 
counting on substantial support 
from the disappointed Cahill fol- 
lowers. 

One last thought. IF there

The Editor: 

For several years the Newton 
Graphic has given helpful publi- 
city regarding the scarcity of 
boarding homes for children. Be- 
ing war caused, we assumed that 
this shortage would end on or 
about V-J Day. We now find that 
the expected has not happened. 
More and more women are leav- 
ing industry every day, but the 
number of foster mothers shews 
no sign of increasing. This means 
that the children who depend on 
foster home care have not yet 
left the war behind them. 

Two hundred and fifty of our 
boys and girls are in urgent need 
of boarding homes today. Our 
boarding rate is now $6.00 a week 
for each child over three years 
old and $6.50 a week for babies, 
besides which we pay for clothing 
and doctor’s bills. 

First in point of need come the 
babies, then the little families of 
sisters and brothers, over three 
years old, who need homes to 
grow up in and dread separation. 
But to Newton mothers and fath- 
ers the most appealing children 
of all should be the four who es- 
pecially need foster homes in this 
vicinity. Because these children 
ask extra experience and mother- 
ing, we pay extra board — $8.00 a 
week for each child. So please 
remember Patty 13, Theresa 10, 
Bill 10 and Johnny 7.

At Family Service 
Bureau Meeting

Mrs. Edith Day Gersh of New 
York City, Field Representative of 
Family Weifnre Association of 
America gave a comprehensive 
talk on functions of her national 
organization at the recent meet- 
ing of the Board of Directors and 
members of the Family Service 
Bureau of Newton at the head- 
quarters of the Bureau in New- 
tonville. 

The meeting was one of two 
evening meetings held during the 
year to accommodate those un- 
able to attend the usual late af- 
ternoon monthly meetings of the 
Board. 

Mrs. Gerish pointed out the 
comparatively recent organization 
of social agencies, stating that the 
welfare movement in this country 
began in Buffalo in 1870 with or- 
ganized charities, and only as re- 
cently as in 1910, 58 social agen- 
cies started the present national 
association. 

The 66-year-old Family Service 
Bureau of Newton, Mrs. Gersh 
said, has been a member of the 
association for many years. She 
stated that there are now 228 
agencies in U. S. and 5 in Canada. 
To show how Massachusetts ranks, 
we have 20 agencies — more than 
all the other New England states 
combined. There are but 24 agen- 
cies in New York State. 

The National Association acts 
as a clearing house for informa- 
tion on the practices and proce- 
dures of its agency members and 
conducts an Institute each year 
for the improvement and educa- 
tion of case workers. Many other 
functions of the association aid 
in helping to establish and main- 
tain high standards for social 
agencies, such as the publishing 
of books and periodicals nnd hay- 
ing field representatives visit 
member agencies and cout.sel with 
them.

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Last Salurday November 17, before some 8,000 fans at Dickin- 
son Memorial Stadium, Newton, a Waltham High eleven led by 
Captain Krnic Zeno won a hard fought battle over Newton by a 
score of 13-6. The entire first half of the game it looked as if it 
was going to be an easy victory for Newton even though they did 
not have what s com nonly termed as “the breaks.” As the half 
ended Newtm had possession of the ball on the Waltham 1-foot line 
with a first down.

Rotary Club

Thomas H. Mahoney, official con- 
sultant to the American Delega- 
tion at the United Nations con- 
ference at San Francisco, was tins 
speaker at the meeting of the New- 
ton Rotary Club last Friday, at 
the Brae Burn Country Club. 

Mr. Mahoney is a resident of 
Newton and Past President of the 
Massachusetts Law Society. His 
talk was on "The Atomic Bomb 
in its relation to International 
Peace.” Pointing out the terrific 
power of the bomb he stated that 
10 planes each with a bomb over 
as many lities could result in the 
death of 40 million persons. Up 
to February 1, 1945 he said 250,000 
civilians had been killed in Europe 
from bombings, but in the two 
Japanese cities struck by the 
atomic bombs 171,000 were dead 
and missing in the space of min- 
utes. 

The various opinions as to what 
should be done about the atom 
bomb, such as keeping the secret 
here — becoming isolationists — 
arming to the teeth, or giving th< 
secret to a general assembly of 
United Nations or to the Security 
Council alone will not suffice, Mr. 
Mahoney stated. 

"So long as nations insist on un- 
limited sovereignity, that is, the 
right of a nation without reference 
to right or wrong or recourse to 
courts to determine if its interests 


are affected, there can be no con- 
trol of weapons of war,” he main- 
tained. 

“Yet there is no military de- 
fense against the atomic bomb. 
What to do about it? It is a fact 
that we live in peace under all 
levels of laws, in community, town, 
city, state and nation. Yet, in- 
ternationally we fail. Thus, or- 
ganize our international control, 
under which we’ve always had 
wars, on a higher step. Nations 
must have trust in it, not sus- 
picion. It is up to the United 
States to take the lead, the Rus- 
sians and other great powers will 
follow. There should be in this 
World Federation no control of 
tariffs or immigration, but solely 
power with reference to interna- 
tional disputes and weapons of 
war. The right should be given to 
this federation to go into any state 
to inspect and prohibit anyone 
from misuse of atomic power in 
a military rense. 

"We haven’t 20 or 30 years to 
perfect the United Nations. It 
must be done in a much shorter 
time. Individuals can help the 
movement for a world federation 
by discussing the subject with tneir 
neighbors and by attending public 
meetings on the subject. A vay 
to increase our knowledge on the 
subject is to attend the lecture to 
be given by Prof. Kirtley Mather 
on Dec. 14, on "Science and the 
Atomic Bomb.”

That he has been exceedingly 
successful in his multifarious 
duties is proved by the college it- 
self. A very touching tribute 
came from a large group of rep- 
resentative citizens of Aleppo 
who presented him with a rug 
and a letter of deep appreciation 
for what he has done. It said in 
part: “There are hundreds of peo- 
ple today in Aleppo who, having 
come to you in the time of their 
greatest trouble, have found re- 
lief. They are Christians, Mo- 
hammedans and Jews. They are 
poor, helpless oljl people. They 
are rich, influential people of the 
highest positions in government 
and society. They are former 
students. They are church mem- 
bers, or perfect strangers to both 
school and church. All these 
people of different grades, classes 
and race feel most grateful to 
you for the help and comfort they 
have received from you in their 
moments of difficulty.” 

Dr. Carleton begun his work in 
the Near Fast under the Ameri- 
can Board in Turkey where he 
was on the staff of the American 
College in Tarsus. He was born 
in Iowa and educated at Oberlin 
and Hartford Seminary. He first 
went out in 1924 as a tutor. Five 
years latter he was given full ap- 
pointment as a career missionary. 
He met his wife. Mary Cashman, 
while both he and she were work- 
ing as single missionaries in the 
Near East.

Aldermen Hold Hearing On 
Reneweal Of Bus Contract 


A hearing was held before the 
Board of Aldermen Monday night 
on the application of the Middle- 
aex & Bouton Street Railway for 
renewal of their bun contract serv- 
ice which expires on Dec. 31, 1945. 

A letter was read from Mr. Sin- 
clair Williams of Newton Centre 
in which he suggested that 20 
.minute bus service between New 
ton Centre Square and Cleveland 
( ircle be given by the company 
instead of the present half hour 
service. At the present time, he 
Said, i* is not uncommon for the 
buses to arrive at the junction of 
Centre and Beacon streets so 
loaded with passengers that it is 
impossible to secure seats; and in 
many instances the buses run ex- 
press from Newton Centre Square 
; to Cleveland Circle because of in- 
ability to take on even one addi- 
tional passenger, leaving would- 
be riders standing at several white 
posts between Newton Centre and 
Cleveland Circle for an extra half 
hour. A 20-minute service he 
felt would probably solve this 
problem. 

Mr. Williams also stated in his 
letter that the Oak Hill-Newton 
Corner bus should be obliged to 
give out transfers to connecting 
lines of the Middlesex & Boston 
system, just as other lines of the 
company do. Passengers getting 
on a Newton Corner bound bus 
he stated are not now able to 
transfer at Newton Corner to any 
Waltham, Waverley. Lower Falls 
or Nonantum bus.* He also felt 
that the company should be obli- 
gated to give transfers from any 
point on its lines to any other 
point on its lines as does the Bos- 
ton Elevated system. Now he said 
one is obliged to pay an extra 
fare after riding on a transfer 
if his destination is beyond the 
transfer point, as in going from 
Newton Centre to the north part 
of Waltham, the transfer now 
given only taking a passenger as 
far as Waltham (Central Square). 
From that point to his destination 
on a Lexington bus. an extra fare 
is required. To remedy this he 
suggested that a passenger be 
given sufficient transfer privileges 
to enable him to go from any one 
point in Newton to any point, 
either within the Newtons, or to 
any point within an adjoining city. 

He also recommended that a 
zone be provided which would 
enable a person to ride from any 
point within the city to any other 
point within a mile distance from 
his starting point, for a 5 cent 
fare provided a transfer is not re- 
quired to go the distance men- 
tioned. 

Former alderman John Temper- 
ley who was present at the meet- 
ing also recommended that trans- 
fers be given from any point on 
the M. &. B. lines to other points 
on their lines. 

The Middlesex & Boston argued 
that as Newton Corner is a term- 
inal point they cannot give trails-

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Bacteriology is a comparatively 
1 new science, for it was only about 
I 30 years ago that Pasteur laid its 
I foundation by proving that tiny 
I rpicro-organisms caused disease. 
ISince this great pioneer work, the 

■ specific microbes that caused many 
1 hundreds of diseases have been 
I identified. 

I Today bacteriology is far more 
l.than just one of the medical 

■ sciences. Bacteria play an impor- 
I tant part in some types of chemi- 
I cal and foot! manufacturing as 
I well as in agriculture, and these 
I types of useful bacteria are being 
I subjected to the same intensive 
| study that has been given to the 
I hostile microbes of disease. 

Clinical bacteriologists like those 
| at the Newton-Wellesley Hospital 
I have as their most important job 
I the identification of bacteria in 
| blood or other specimens taken 


from patients. Even in common 
illnesses this is an important check 
on the doctor’s diagnosis, and in 
some diseases like pneumonia it 
is vital to identify the particular 
kind of organism involved so that 
specific treatment can be given. 

To the laymen, identifying bac- 
teria is just a matter of squinting 
at them through the microscope 
and seeing what they look like. 
Unfortunately the problem is not 
as simple as this. There are 
literally hundreds of thousands of 
species, all resembling each other 
rather closely. Indeed there are 
only four main types of bacteria 
when grouped by their appearance. 
These are the spherical type or 
"cocci,” like the pneumonia or- 
ganisms; the rod-like "bacilli” like 
the microbes of diphtherin and 
typhoid fever; the cork-screw-

NEW TELEPHONE 
DIRECTORIES BEING 
DISTRIBUTED 

Approximately 495,000 copies of 
the 1945-46 issue of the Boston 
and Vineinity Telephone Directory 
has been delivered to homes and 
businesses in the directory area in 
the period from November 8 to 
about tlje first of December. The 
quantity' delivered is about 14,000 
more than last year, reflecting both 
an increase in telephone customers 
and in the requirement of large 
users of service. 

The area served by the Boston 
directory includes 45 telephone xe- 
changes in and around Boston. 
Exclusive of its green cover, the 
new volume will have 1512 pages, 
including 825 in the alphabetical 
directory, 680 in the clasified direc- 
tory and seven devoted to general 
information. These are 132 more 
pages than in the gray-covered old 
directory, whose life of one year 
comes to an end with delivery of 
the new one. 

The alphabetical listings in the 
new volume total approximately 
396,000, as compared with about 
387,000 in the old book.

i Hut of the main types there is, ns 
stated, an infinity of species. 

] Facet! with so many similar 
bacteria, thousands on thousands 
of which may be found in the air, 
in water or in the bodies of per- 
fectly healthy people, the bacteri- 
ologist cannot trust his eyes alone 
in identifying a particular species. 

Delicate techniques have been 
developed to differentiate between 
the vriYious kinds of bacteria that 
look alike. Some baeterin, for 
example, cannot grow in air; 
others must have air for life. 
Some require special culture 
mediums for their nourishment. 
Some microbes are stained by cer- 
tain dye solutions that have no 
effect on others. 

The first step in identifying a 
species of bacteria is to get the 
micro-organisms present in the 
specimen to grow without adding 
to the “culture" any of the dozens 
of bacteria which are present nor- 
mally in the air. This is where 
the pressure-cookers or autoclaves 
and the ovens come in, for every 
instrument, every piece of labora- 
tory glassware and the mediums 
(bacteria’s food) used in bacteri- 
ology must be “cooked” under 
steam pressure or baked in an 
oven until it is sterile. Then, with 
these sterile materials, the speci- 
men can be handled and the bac- 
teria present can be grown uncon- 
taminated by “outside” bacteria. 

Most bacteria are grown on a 
medium that has agar-agar as its 
basis. This is a gelatinous sub- 
stance obtained from a form of 
Pacific seaweed which is mixed 
with nourishing solutions like beef 
broth or sugar syrup to form the 
medium. 

A small amount of the specimen 
which is being cultured is put on 
or into the medium, which is in- 
eubated for a while to give the 
micro-organisms a chance to grow. 
Presently visible colonies of the 
bacteria are formed on the sur- 
face of the medium. It is these 
colonies, each teeming with one 
particular species of baeterin, 
which are used to identify the type 
involved. 

Often mice or other laboratory 
animals must be inoculated with 
the bacteria to make certain of a 
diagnosis or to test the power of n 
serum or antitoxin which is being 
used to treat a human patient. 

The field of bacteriology is con- 
stantly expanding, constantly dis-

He said the Bar is better train- 
ed to serve the public today than 
ever before, that the leading fig- 
ures today in business and gov- 
ernment are more often lawyers 
tjian any other class, and that 
the Bar is entitled to the confi- 
dence of the public. The Bar has 
neglected its own public relations 
and permitted Banks, real estate 
men and accountants to take over ' 
by shrewed advertising and drum- ' 
mers work which the Bar is better 
fitted and trained to do. Various 
Bnr Associations are now begin- 
ning a campaign of advertising 
to remedy this condition and let 
the public know vhat the Bar is 
ready to do for them.

DR. H. J. WHEELER 

Dr. Homer Jay Wheeler, a re- 
tired agricultural chemist, of 386 
North Fullerton avenue, Upper 
Montclair, New Jersey and a for- 
mer resident of Newton Centre, 
died November 18th in Mountain- 
side Hospital after an illness of 
four weeks. He was 84 years of 
age. 

Born in Bolton, Dr. Wheeler 
received his early education there 
and was graduated from Massa- 
chusetts Agricultural College in 
1883. He remained at the col- 
lege three years as an assistant 
m the chemical laboratory and 
then went to Germany for further 
study. He received his Ph.I). 
from the University of Gottingen 
there. In later years he was 
awarded an honorary doctor of 
science degree from both Massa- 
chusetts Agricultural College and 
Brown University. 

Returning to this country, Dr. 
Wheeler was professor of geology 
and chief chemist of the experi- 
mental station of Rhode Island 
State College from 1893 to 1912. 
In 1902-03 he also served as act- 
ing president of the college. 

In 1912, he went to the Amer- 
ican Agricultural Chemical Co. 
in New York, where he remained 
until his retirement in 1931. At 
that time he was manager of the 
company’s service bureau, super- 
vising its experimental stations 
throughout the country.’ 

Dr. Wheeler lectured extensive- 
ly on Agricultural chemistry. He 
was the author of two books, 
“Manure and Fertilizer” and 
Orange Culture” and of many 
articles and pamphlets. He was 
a past president of the Associa- 
tion of Official Agricultural Chem- 
ists of the United States and of 
the American Society of Agron- 
omy. A resident of Montclair 
since 1928, he was a member of 
the Dumvorkin Club there. 

Dr. XVheeler leaves his wife 
Mrs. Frieda Ruprecht Wheeler; 
three sons, Carl of Gienridge, New 
Jei sey, William of Needham, 
Mass., and Roland of Cranston, 
R. L, and six grandchildren.
